Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 and 3-9 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Upon further 
consideration the examiner agrees that Goerge et al. fails to teach the high pressure circuit 
supplied by the compressor as required by the claim language. As such the prior art of record 
fails to anticipate or render obvious an electronic compressed-air system having a compressor 
supplying compressed air to a plurality of circuits that include service brake circuits, a secondary 
circuit and a high pressure circuit, with each of the circuits provided with electrically actuated 
valves, the valves of the service brake circuits and secondary circuit being normally open valves 
and the valve of the high pressure circuit being a normally closed valve.
